California has had a good many 
lessons in the value of co-operation 
in the m arketing of crops, and the 
question is no longer one for argu­ 
ment. Co-operation is good business 
for farm ers, and 
handled 
properly, 
spells success. T h ere have been 
in 
stances 
of 
w here 
poor 
judgment 
brought disaster, but the real cause 
for w hat 
failures there 
la v e been 
among associations has generally been 
not by reason of co-operation, but by 
lack of co-operation. The co-operative 
forces were not strong enough to m as­ 
te r the situation. 
W here associations are handled by 
experienced men, and where the per­ 
centage of the crop controlled is of 
real consequence, the results have al­ 
ways been good. 
Co-operative effort | 
has prevented the grower from falling 
beneath the feet of m arket manipu­ 
lators. 
The most re le n t lesson that has 
been given the public in the value of 
co-operation concerns the lima bean.

stronger year by year, and it has more 
than held its own with the independ­ 
ents, who have fought hard to swerve 
m arkets to their own advantage.

Law No Protection 


To Birds That Are 


Damaging to Crops 


It is an error to suppose that game 
laws protect birds while they art* ac­ 
tually damaging crops. 
Our laws sat­ 
isfactorily cover any situation 
that 
may arise so far as non-game birds 
are concerned. 
Section 037A of the 
Renal Code, which gives protection to 
non-game birds, distinctly states: "Pro­ 


vided further, that nothing in this sec­ 
tion shall prohibit the killing of a rob-, 
in, or other wild bird, by the ow ner or 
tenant of any prem ises where such 
bird is Anilid destroying berries, fruit 
or crops growing on such prem ises, 1 
but the birds so killed shall not ive I 
shipped or sold.” 
Inasmuch us the principal birds de­ 
stroying crops are linnets and black­ 
birds, which are non-game birds, when . 
destroying crops, it is against tho law ' 
to kill or trap them. A m an is within 
his rights in protecting his crops from 
the depredations of such birds in any 
m anner he may find effective.

(I) The residual soils, 
or those derived in place through the 
weathering and disintegration of con­ 
solidated rock s; (2) the old 
valley 
filling or coastal plain soils, con sist­ 
ing of weathered and otherwise m odi­ 
fied m aterial of old, unconsolidated, 
water-laid ch aracter; and (3) the re­ 
cent alluvial soils, or those identified 
as com paratively recent alluvial pro­ 
ducts without im portant changes by 
weathering or internal 
modification 
subsequent to deposition. 
There is a 
fourth group, including m iscellaneous 
m aterial that are mainly nonagricul­ 
tural. 
By far the greater part of the so ils 
of the state belong in these 
three 
main groups. 
The 
residual 
group 
usually predom inates throughout the 
mountainous regions, the old valley 
filling or coastal plain group being 
prominent along valley m argins or a s 
terraces along the coast, while the re­ 
cent alluvial soils predom inate on the 
floors of m ost of the 
valleys.
